GETTING  READY 


Sara  Parker,  State  Librarian,  appointed  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  repre- 
sentative of  the  library  organizations  in  October,  1988,  to  assess  Pennsyl- 
vania's value  from  the  1979  White  House  Conference  on  Library  and 
Information  Services  and  to  make  recommendations  for  fhe  state's  par- 
ticipation in  the  1991  Conference.  The  Commitfee  recommended  a Gov- 
ernor's Conference  on  Library  and  Information  Services  be  held  in  the 
Fall  of  1990,  preceded  by  statewide  regional  Governor's  Forums.  Gover- 
nor Robert  P.  Casey  appointed  a Planning  Committee  with  First  Lady 
Ellen  Casey  as  Chair  in  May,  1989.  September  13-15,  1990,  was  set  for 
the  Conference  at  the  Harrisburg  Marriott.  A Conference  logo  and  the 
theme,  "Pennsylvania:  America's  Libraries  Start  Here"  was  adopted.  A 
working  Steering  Committee,  chaired  by  Barbara  Bruno  and  comprised 
of  two  co-chairs  from  the  six  subcommittees,  guided  work  for  the  Con- 
ference between  Planning  Committee  meetings.  Co-chairs  were  named 
for  the  fourteen  Governor's  Forums. 


People's  Involvement  Starts  Here 

In  May,  1990,  over  1600  citizens  attended  the  Governor's  Forums  to 
voice  the  needs  and  expectations  of  their  local  libraries  and  information 
services.  Major  concerns  expressed  by  the  Forum  participants  were:  how 
to  create  greater  awareness  of  fhe  value  of  library  services  on  fhe  part  of 
public  officials  and  the  community;  how  to  help  rural  communities  with 
limited  resources  keep  pace  with  the  increasing  demands  for  informa- 
tion; how  to  make  greater  use  of  technology,  interlibrary  cooperation  and 
networking;  and  how  to  assure  better  funding. 


Over  100,000  delegate  application  forms  were  disfributed  sfatewide, 
with  more  than  850  applications  returned.  Seventy-five  Delegafes  were 
selected  in  each  of  four  categories,  for  a tofal  of  300  Delegates.  These 
categories  were  general  public;  public  officials;  trustees,  friends  and 
other  library  supporters;  and  library  personnel.  Each  Delegate  attended 
a Eorum  to  identify  the  library  and  information  needs  of  fhe  local  com- 
munities. The  Eorum  issues  were  compiled  by  the  Resolutions  Commit- 
tee and  sent  to  the  Delegates  along  with  copies  of  Whife  Papers,  commis- 
sioned for  the  Conference,  and  a process  for  developing  Conference 
resolutions.  Delegates  studied  these  materials  and  came  prepared  to 
discuss  the  issues  and  develop  resolutions  at  the  Conference. 
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THE  CONFERENCE 


First  Lady  Ellen  Casey,  Conference  Chair,  welcomed  the  Delegates 
and  Donald  M.  Carroll,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  Education,  charged  the  Dele- 
gates to  . . look  for  bold  initiatives  as  we  look  to  the  turn  of  the  century 
. . and  to  . . prepare  Governor's  Conference  resolutions  which  will 
be  the  library  agenda  for  the  decade  ahead."  Sara  Parker  was  sworn  in  as 
the  first  Commissioner  for  Libraries.  The  creation  of  this  position  as  a 
Deputy  Secretary  of  Education  had  been  a recommendation  of  the  first 
Conference  in  1977.

Lawrence  Kaagan,  President  of  Kaagan  Research  Associates  of  New 
York,  delivered  a stirring  keynote  address,  pointing  out  future  social 
trends  and  their  application  to  libraries. 
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Sara  Parker  provided  a Conference  overview  to  the  Delegates  and 
directed  them  to  find  creative  solutions  to  library  and  information  needs 
in  the  resolution  building  process.  Delegates  then  participated  in  one  of 
the  five  Issue  Sessions  based  on  the  White  Papers. 


The  evening  program  began  with  a reception  at  the  State  Museum  of 
Pennsylvania  with  Ellen  Casey  as  hostess  and  entertainment  by  the 
Hanover  String  Quartet.  Dinner  at  the  Marriott  was  followed  by  enter- 
tainment by  the  New  Horizons,  a musical  group  from  the  Milton 
Hershey  School,  who  captivated  their  audience  with  outstanding  instru- 
mental and  vocal  selections. 

Issue  Sessions  resumed  the  next  morning  with  Delegates  attending 
different  ones  each  time.  In  the  final  session  Delegates  formulated  reso- 
lutions. Provision  was  built  into  the  process  for  Delegates  to  submit 
individual  resolutions  of  their  choice  to  the  Resolutions  Committee. 
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The  Nominations  Committee  was  at  the  same  time  preparing  a slatf 
of  White  House  Conference  Delegates  and  Alternates  selected  from  over 
200  self-nominations  submitted  with  Conference  registrations.  After  the 
nominations  were  posted  the  remaining  Delegates  could  be  added  to  the 
slate  by  submitting  a petition  with  the  signatures  of  fifteen  other  Dele- 
gates. At  the  evening  session  the  Delegates  accepted  nominations  by 
petition  and  formally  approved  the  slate  of  nominees.  The  Nominations 
and  the  Elections  Committees  met  afterwards  to  jointly  prepare  the  final 
slate  for  the  ballot  process. 


Following  a reception  and  dinner  at  the  Marriott,  Catharine  R. 
Stimpson,  Vice  Provost  for  Graduate  Education  at  Rutgers  University, 
challenged  the  Delegates  to  make  our  libraries  the  centers  of  cultural 
democracy  that  will  give  information  and  wisdom  to  all. 

The  Resolutions  Committee  met  separately  for  dinner  and  into  the 
morning  hours  to  finalize  resolutions.  The  resolutions  and  the  slate  of 
nominees  were  given  to  Conference  staff  who  worked  through  the  night 
to  prepare  and  distribute  final  copies  of  each  to  the  Delegates  before 
breakfast. 

During  breakfast  Delegates  completed  ballots  for  White  House  Con- 
ference Delegates  and  the  Elections  Committee  met  to  count  the  ballots. 
The  Honorable  K.  Leroy  Irvis,  Former  Speaker  of  the  Pennsylvania 
House  of  Representatives,  presided  over  a lively  general  session  for  the 
adoption  of  the  resolutions.  Through  his  dragged  determination  and  per- 
severance a total  of  31  resolutions  were  adopted  and  the  session  ended 
on  schedule!

At  the  concluding  luncheon  Susan  Stamberg,  Special  Correspon- 
dent for  National  Public  Radio,  spoke  about  her  experiences  with  li- 
braries and  how  they  can  make  more  effective  use  of  the  media  to  pro- 
mote their  programs.  Ellen  Casey  then  presented  an  award  to  Jason 
Rudy,  the  winner  of  a statewide  poster  contest,  held  during  the  Gover- 
nor's Forums.  The  contest  was  for  the  best  poster  on  the  theme  of  the 
Conference. 


Barbara  Bruno,  Steering  Committee  Chair,  presented  the  31  resolu- 
tions to  Governor  Casey,  who  accepted  the  resolutions  and  challenged 
the  Delegates  to  take  an  active  advocacy  role  on  behalf  of  local  and 
statewide  library  issues.  He  stated  that,  ".  . . libraries  nurture  literacy 
from  infancy  to  old  age.  Through  libraries  children  begin  the  habit  of 
lifelong  learning."  He  went  on  to  say  that,  ".  . . no  institution  makes  a 
stronger  contribution  to  literacy  and  democratic  values  than  libraries." 
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[The  Conference  delegates  are]

The  White  House  Conference  Delegates  and  Alternates  were  an- 
nounced and  introduced.  Conference  Delegates  received  PCBL  (Penn- 
sylvania Citizens  for  Better  Libraries)  library  posters  reproduced  from  a 
Bruce  Johnson  original  as  diplomas. 


According  to  Sara  Parker,  the  Governor's  Conference  served  as  the 
beginning  of  an  exciting  new  decade  for  Pennsylvania  libraries.  "What 
excites  me  is  that  the  people  who  participateci  are  excited."  The  Confer- 
ence Delegates  are  "...  a committed  group  of  people  . . . returning  to 
their  communities  . . . who  are  going  to  be  a momentous  force  for 
libraries."

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SUMMARY  OF 

GOVERNOR'S  CONFERENCE  RESOLUTIONS 

Thirty-one  resolutions  were  adopted  by  the  Conference  Delegates,  who  also  identified  specific  needs  and  the 
actions  to  be  taken  to  meet  those  needs. 


The  resolutions  call  on 
the  Governor  to: 

develop  an  information  policy,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Libraries,  leading  to  a coordinated  statewide  plan  for  telecommunica- 
tions and  a high  speed  network;  convene  a task  force  to  examine  and 
increase  the  role  of  library  and  information  services  in  economic  devel- 
opment. 

The  resolutions  call  on 
the  Legislature  to: 

establish  as  public  policy  equal  access  to  information  for  all  citizens  and 
require  counties  and  municipalities  to  include  plans  for  library  facilities 
as  a component  of  their  comprehensive  plans. 

Funding  related  resolutions  which 
require  joint  actions  of  the  Governor 
and  Legislature  include: 

increasing  the  state  income  tax  by  two  tenths  of  one  percent  and  state 
support  of  libraries  by  this  same  amount;  developing  additional  dedi- 
cated sources  of  funds  for  libraries;  providing  for  a statewide  preserva- 
tion program;  increasing  funding  for  adult  literacy;  implementing  a full 
state  depository  program  and  Chapter  5 regulations. 

They  also  include: 

authorization  for  hiring  qualified  personnel  to  fill  State  Library  vacancies 
and  restoration  of  27  positions  eliminated  between  1978  and  1986;  provi- 
sion of  adequate  funding  for  State  Library  materials  purchases,  special 
appropriations  over  the  next  three  years  to  all  higher  education  libraries, 
and  full  funding  of  the  State  Aid  to  Public  Libraries  program  by  1995. 

All  counties  are  to  be  designated  as  agencies  for  providing  funding 
for  library  and  information  programs  and  services.  There  is  call  for  fund- 
ing to  include  libraries  in  county  plans  and  planning  and  construction  of 
a new  State  Library  facility. 

Within  two  years  a statewide  free  interlibrary  loan  service  network 
involving  all  types  of  libraries  should  be  funded;  the  budget  line  item  for 
the  High  School  Library  Catalog  should  be  increased  to  enable  all  public, 
academic  and  school  libraries  to  participate;  the  state  budget  should  also 
include  sufficient  funds  annually  for  the  Statewide  Library  Card  borrow- 
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ing  program.  A statewide  minimum  salary  for  public  librarians  should  be 
enacted.

It  should: 


development  of  policies  which  create  incentives  for  cooperative  collec- 
tion development;  creation  of  partnerships  at  the  state  and  local  levels  to 
coordinate  and  publicize  the  efforts  of  libraries  with  other  agencies  and 
organizations;  adoption  of  an  equal  access  policy  to  meet  the  needs  of  all 
Pennsylvania  citizens  within  five  years;  and  implementation  of  the  goal 
of  having  at  least  one  full  time  certified  librarian  operating  on  a flexible 
schedule  in  every  elementary  school.  The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania should  affirm  the  right  of  all  citizens  to  adequately  funded  educa- 
tion and  library  services,  and  play  a leadership  role  in  calling  the  nation 
to  new  priorities  in  the  expenditure  of  tax  dollars. 


maintaining  support  of  the  Council  of  Pennsylvania  Library  Networks; 
supporting  continuing  education  for  librarians  and  information  profes- 
sionals in  marketing  to  enable  libraries  to  better  serve  people  with  all 
types  of  disabilities;  undertaking  a program  to  recruit  professional  per- 
sonnel in  collaboration  with  professional  organizations  and  library  edu- 
cation programs.  They  should  work  with  library  schools  to  seek  funding 
from  state,  federal  and  private  sources  to  provide  incentive  scholarships 
and  fellowships  to  prospective  students,  including  minorities  and  the 
disabled. 


provide  workshops  to  meet  other  continuing  education  needs;  establish 
a task  force  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  a single  statewide  information 
database;  develop  an  "intellectual  freedom  awareness"  program  which 
can  assist  libraries  in  protecting  First  Amendment  rights;  and  formulate  a 
state  plan  for  preservation  of  library  materials. 


acquire  funds  and  provide  guidance  and  strafegic  planning  in  support  of 
literacy  services  by  libraries;  provide  leadership  to  establish  a statewide 
coalition  of  existing  groups  to  plan  and  develop  policy  for  information 
technology;  develop  mechanisms  for  libraries  to  support  the  information 
needs  of  small  business;  develop  and  support  programs  to  market  the 
value  of  library  and  information  services.  The  State  Library  should  be 
provided  with  resources  to  establish  a research  and  development  pro- 
gram. It  should  work  with  the  library  and  information  science  commu- 
nity to  develop  a mission  statement  and  research  agenda  to  improve 
library  and  information  services  and  to  maintain  and  disseminate  current 
trends  data  related  to  library  and  information  services. 
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The  State  Library  should: 

support  a professional  needs  assessment;  convene  a statewide  task  force 
to  address  the  educational  needs  of  all  levels  of  library  personnel;  and 
develop  a statewide  strategic  plan  for  library  facilities. 

Resolves  calling  upon 
local  school  districts  and  local 
governments  include: 

increasing  state  and  local  funding  to  fully  implement  current  Chapter  5 
regulations  within  two  years;  implementing  the  goal  of  having  at  least 
one  full  time  certified  librarian  operating  on  a flexible  schedule  in  every 
elementary  school;  amending  the  Municipal  Planning  Code  to  require 
counties  and  municipalities  to  include  plans  for  library  facilities  as  a 
component  of  their  comprehensive  plans. 

The  resolutions  call  on  local 
libraries  to: 

organize,  maintain  and  fund  effective  advocacy  and  public  relations 
efforts;  have  governing  bodies  adopt  and  make  public  a written  collec- 
tion development  policy;  become  involved  in  providing  adult  literacy 
services;  and  create  partnerships  at  the  state  and  local  levels  to  serve  as 
coalitions  in  coordinating  and  publicizing  the  efforts  of  libraries.  Li- 
braries that  accept  state  funds  should  agree  to  make  their  resources 
available  to  the  community  through  existing  cooperative  networks. 

Library  schools  should: 

use  technologies  of  distance  education  to  provide  library  education  pro- 
grams, including  continuing  education. 

The  American  Library 
Association  should: 

reconstitute  the  Commission  on  Accreditation  to  amend  the  recent  pro- 
posal for  Accreditation  of  Public  Libraries. 

Resolves  for  the  White  House 
Conference  delegates  to  take  to 
Washington  include: 

asking  the  Library  of  Congress  to  coordinate  the  preservation  programs 
of  the  states,  commonwealths  and  territories;  and  requesting  the  U.S. 
Congress  to  authorize  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  to  provide  pub- 
lic documents  to  Federal  Depository  Libraries  in  forms  readily  available 
to  the  general  public. 

Congress  is  also  asked  to: 

continue  to  fund  the  federal  depository  program;  enact  NREN  (National 
Research  and  Education  Network);  provide  funds  to  implement  provi- 
sions of  the  Americans  With  Disabilities  Act  to  eliminate  barriers  to  infor- 
mation access;  require  categorical  aid  for  school  library  media  services 
and  resources  in  any  federal  legislation  which  provides  funds  for  instruc- 
tional purposes;  reauthorize  and  expand  the  Higher  Education  Act;  re- 
authorize, expand  and  fund  the  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  in 
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1994  and  increase  its  Title  II  funding.  The  resolutions  also  call  upon  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Education  to  support  a professional  personnel  needs 
assessment. 


Pennsylvania  Delegates  to  the  White  House  Conference  on  Library  and  Information  Services  are  asked  to  play  a 
leadership  role  in  calling  the  nation  to  new  priorities  in  the  expenditures  of  our  tax  dollars.
